The Spartanburg attorney 
testified that he Was in an intoxicated 
condition when the interview recorded 
by a telephonic device between De- 
tective E. Reed and himself took 
place. He also charged that the iec- 
ords of conversations made at Spar- 
tanburg anc Washington had been dis- 
torted by the stenographer. 

Didn't Know What H. Was Sayiag. 

Reed introduced the records of the 
conversaticns at the Augusta hearing 
of the committee last week. The rece 
ords contained gtartling charges of of- 
ficial corruption in South Carolina. 

Sam J. Nichols, who_was charged by 
Detective Burns witu having been em- 
ployed by him to buy a pardon for the 
notorious yeggman, Johnson, admitted 
many parts of the dictugraphed con- 
versation with Reed alias “Porter,” 
but said th-.t he was drunk at the time 
and didn't know what he was talking 
about.

In the dead man’s pocket was a ten- 
page letter written to his wife, and 
in which he begged her forgiveness 
for the deed he had committed. He 
also told of how she could compete 
with the severe financial straits which 
had caused him suicide by selling his 
picture show in Covington immediate- 
ly following his burial. 

Mrs. Jones was notified by Police 
Captain Poole shortly after the body 
was found. She attributed her hus- 
band's deed to ill-health and despond- 
ency. Her three children, neither of 
whom is over 11 years of age, arrive 
in Atlanta yesterday; and with their 
mother, will escort the body to Rome 
this morning, where the funeral and

Now, the man who 
is offering the exes and birds to the 
publie thinks that he honestly ship- 
ping Out egm@s and stock that are as 
good as those bred by the men who, 
after years of skillful breeding, have 
established a strain that is superlor 
to those of hig competitors. 

The man who offers .these four 
breeds is a novice. He knows noth- 
ing whatever about the art of mating 
these different breeds, so that they 
will produce chickens 
good or even better than thelr parents.

RAILROADS WIN 
IN SUIT FOR TAX 


Federal Ccéurt Decision Gives 
Georgia Railroad et al. 
a Victory. 


In a decree handed the clerk of the 
United States court yesterday Judge 
Newman, of the federal district court, 
denied William A. Wright, comptroller 
general of the state, the right to col- 
lect an ad valorem tax from the Geor- 
gia Railroad and Banking company, 
the Louisville and Nashville and the 
Line railwavs, lessees 
of the Georgia, except as to the At- 
lanta joint terminals property. 


By the fifteenth section of the char- 
ter granted the Georgia Railroad and 
Banking company in 1833, the. state 
agreed to exempt its stock and the 
stock ‘of tts branches ‘from all taxa- 
tion for a period of seven years after 
its completion, and that subsequent to 
its completion the taxation should not 
exceed one-half of 1 per cent per an- 
num on the net profits of its invest- 
ments, and for years that clause of the 
charter was never in any manner 
questioned. 

In the early eighties, William Wad- 
ley obtained a lea on the Georgia 
road which subsequently passed over
